DEMAND ON GOV. HUNT 
FOR PROTECTION FROM 
MORENCI STRIKERS.

E PASO (Tex.) Dec. 5. Employees of the Dodge-Phelps Mer- 
cantile Company of Morenci, Ariz., have protested to Gov. 
G. W. P. Hunt that sufficient protection from striking miners has not 
been afforded, according to correspondence with the Governor made 
public tonight by managers of the Arizona, Shannon and Detroit 
Copper Companies. The Phelps-Dodge Company is a subsidiary of 
the Detroit Copper Company. 

The contention arose in connection with alleged ill-treatment on 
December 1, of Andre Telles Gondera, an employee of the Phelps- 
Dodge Company at Morenci, and opposition to L. J. Owen, store 
manager at Morenci. Owen, in correspondence with Gov. Hunt, 
set forth that Gondera had been beaten by strikers at Clifton and 
forced to walk to Guthrie, Ariz., twenty-five miles away, to a union 
meeting. He also claimed that 1100 strikers held a demonstra- 
tion in front of the company store. 

Gov. Hunt telegraphed that he was confident that the civil 
authorities would be able to control the situation. Owen wrote the 
Governor that he feared bloodshed unless drastic action was taken, 
as four store managers had been ordered out of town, he said. Gov. 
Hunt replied that Sheriff Cash had been informed and would adopt 
all necessary measures for the protection of law-abiding citizens.” 


DIVORCED TO GET PENSION.

POSTAL RECEIPTS SHOW A BIG 
— GAIN FOR NOVEMBER.

Fifty of the Largest Offices in the 
Country Take in More than Two 
Million Dollars Over the Same 
Month a Year Ago, Says Post- 
master-General Burleson. 
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[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Marked 
improvement in business conditions 
is reflected in the November revenues 
of the fifty larzest postoffices of the 
country, producing approximately 
half of all the postal receipts. Post- 
master-General Burleson announced 
this today in a statement showing 
an increase of $2,033,138, or 17.96 
per cent., for those offices over No- 
vember a year ago. 

Ine normal rate of Increase is 
about 7 per cent., but November last 
year showed a decrease of 5.71 per 
cent. as a result of the business de- 
pression which began immediately 
after the outbreak of the European 
war. Total receipts of the fifty cities 
was $13,349,450 in November this 
year. 

New York, with $2,836,761, led the 
list, showing $525,691 more revenue 
than November, 1914. 

Chicago was second with $2,407.- 
618, an increase of $443,812. All oth- 
er cities showed receipts of less than 
$1,000,000.

“We know there cannot be peace 
with England while we try to hold 
Beigtuu. We would not expect that— 
not even to put her inside a German 
customs union, which has been sug- 
Sested. England would er make

“We must have protection against 
Russia, and buffer states would do 
that. The details are not fixed—I 
suppose the new kingdom of Poland, 
under German influence, and perhaps 
Bessarabia to Rumania. We must be 
relieved of the constant danger and 
pressure from the north It has long 
been intolerable. 

“The most important thing would 
be to hold what we have just won in 
the Balkans. It is in that direction 
that the natural expansion of German 
Influence would seem to run. I do 
not mean that we would destroy the 
automony of the Balkan peoples, but 
to have a recognized influence which 
would give ts power to maintain order 
and offer gate markets for our mer- 
chandise and safe homes for our ovér- 
flow people. 

“Of course, t means control of 
Constantinople. e could not have 
Russia there. She would have to get 
her warm-water port elsewhere. As a 
matter of fact, so long as the British 
navy iasts, the Mediterranean ts not 
open sea to Russia, anyway. There 
would de no objection, 1 think, to 
Russia’s going through Persia and 
finding a port on the Persian Gulf. 
That would give her real freedom, 
such as she would not get even at 
Constantinople. 

“That would give Germany the 
power to civilize Turkey. I think there 
ia no doubt that the powers have held 
Turkey back. Whenever any of them 
wanted to build a railroad or open 
up a market, the others have stepped 
m and forbidden itt. With German 
influence supreme the work 
could go on fapidly, and the plague 
spot of Europe and Asia Minor could 
soon be cleaned up. I think no one 
doubts that we would do the worn 
fast and well, 

That would give us our place in 
the sun. We have to have room for 
trade and surplus men and growth 
generally. There, I think, is our place. 
We would not be menaced by Britain, 
and so would not live in fear. There 
would be no desire, certainly for cen- 
turtes, for us to seek y other ter- 
ritory. With a unified n nation, 
and an admitted right to contro! the 
Balkans and Asia Minor, no one could 
suspect us of further ambitions, and 
we could fear no outside power. That 
would be a great thing toward making 
peace permanent. It would remove all 
grounds for the distrust, which really 
lies at the bottom of the présent war. 
. “I do not think England would need 
to fear for her possessions in Asia. 
We would not want to attack her, but 
if we should, the only way we could 
get at her would be to attack the Jues 
Canal, and that would be easily de- 
fended. There are no natural bar- 
ries there, of course, but we have 
learned in this war how to make field 
fortifications practically impregnable, 
and the distance along the Asiatic side 
is not very long. It would cost very. 
very little, compared to the cost of 
continuing the war, to erect there 
fortifications which would make an 
attack futile. Then Britain would 
hold Egypt—I don’t suppose she Will 
leave there now—and her route to In- 
dia would be absolutely safe.”

5.—The to- 
tal attendance of the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition, which closed last night, 
was 18,871,957, aceording to an of- 
ficial announcement today. Yester- 
day was the record day for admis- 
sions, 458,558 persons having passed 
through the turnstiles, 


workmen began today the dismantling 
of the various foreign and State build- 
ings and exhibition palaces. A few 


of the amusement concessions on the 
pleasure tone will continue to oper- 
ate. it is said, for a short time, but 
for the most part the exhibitors be- 
gan arrangements for an early depar- 
ture from the grounds. 

A few of the exhibits will be sent to 
the Panama-California International 
Exposition at San Diego, and some 
will be shipped to the Panama 
Exposition in the Canal Zone. 

The republic of Panama partici- 
pated in the exposition to the extent 
of erecting a handsome building, but 
because no funds were 222 
by the republic to keep the building 
open to visitors, It was learned today, 
it remained closed throughout the ex- 
position. 

The Panama Pavilion was one of 
the first forelgn buildings erected and 
was given one of the choicest sites 
in the exposition reservation. The 
building was formally dedicated, but 
the opening ceremony never took 
place and the country, where the en- 
gineering feat was performed that 
furnished the motive for the exposi- 
tion, was represented by an empty 
monument.

are being fitted with eyeglasses in an 
effort to discover a cure for various 
diseases in the human. 

The glasses will entall a severe 
strain on the eyes, causing tmperfect 
vision, and in other ways will confusé 
the recording nerves of the eyeball. 
The direct result expected is a serious 
reaction of the thyroid glands of the 
monkeys, with a consequent develop- 
ment of diseases found in human be- 
ings, believed to have their origin in 
the thyroid gland. Principal among 
these are goitre, nervousness, palpita- 
tion of the heart, protruding eyeballs 
and scrofula, a mild for mof tubecular 
affection. 

Investigations have revealed that 
the thyroid gland is responsive to 
vptical disaffectionsa. This gland is 
blamed generally for a multitude of 
troublesome and disfiguring diseases, 
and through the irritation expected to 
be produced in the moneys, the various 
stages and maniféstations of disease 
will be minutely studied, and a search 
started for a counter-irritant or serum.

States Capitol at noon Monday to wel- 
come two envoys of western women 
voters, who have traveled across the 
continent in an automobile to present 
a mammoth suffrage petition to Con- 
gress and to appear before Congres- 
sional committees to plead the suf- 
frage cause. 

These two envoys, Mrs. Sara Bard 
Field of Oregon and Miss Frances Jol- 
liffee of Califorma, will be accom- 
panied by an escort of honor of several 
hundred women, whicn will make up 
one of the most picturesque suffrage 
parades yet seen in Washington. 
From the Capitol, this procession will 
accompany the envoys to the White 
House, where they are to be received 
by the President. 

Among the United States Senators 
who have promised to be there are 
Senators ILaFollette of Wisconsin, 
Newlands and Pittman of Nevada, 
Phelan and Works of California and 
Owen of Oklahoma. Many other Sen- 
ators have given conditional promises, 
dependent upon other engagements.

OW BREAKS OUT 
IN BOY SCOUTS. 


ERNEST THOMPSON SETON QUITS 
ORGANIZATION. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE | 

NEW YORK, Dec. 56.—Ernest 
Thompson Seton, naturalist and writer 
of books on. nature, today announced 
his resignation as chief scout of the 
Boy Scouts of America. In a state- 
ment explaining his action, Mr. Seton 
said he resigned because of a gradual 
change to policies to which he is op- 
posed and for which he blames James 
E. West of this city, the present chief 
scout executive. 

Militarism now comes first and 
woodcraft, the original purpose of 
the movement, second, according to 
Mr. Seton, who announced the forma- 


tion of the “Woodcrafts League,” in- 
viting members of the Boy Scouts to 
join it. 

“When Baden-Powell and I organ- 
ized the Koy Scouts of England in 
1908 and the Boy Scouts of America 
in 1910,” Mr. Seton's statement said, 
‘our purpose was to make all young 
people of America outdoor children by 
teaching them the joys of outdoor 
te. As originally formed, the scouts 
of America were to bear a message 
of conservation of brotherhood. 

“The study of trees, flowers and 
nature,” he continued, “is giving way 
to wig-wagging, drills and other aciv- 
ities of a military nature, thus de- 
stroying the aims of the organi- 
zation. As it stands now, militariam 
comes first and woodcraft second.” 
_ Mr. Seton explained that he severed 
his connection with the movement last 
epring but deferred announcement of 
it until it had been accepted by the 
executive board, a step which he said 
bad not yet been taken. ' 
Mr. Seton said that last February 
his election as chief scout was held 
up because he was not an American 
citizen. 
There are several members of the 
board today who are Britishers,” he 
added. “Several years agu 1 took out 
my first papers, but when the war 
came up I couldn’t very well take out 
my final papefs. So lam waiting until 
after the war before becoming a full- 
jefged citizen in the meaning of the 
law.“ 

When he learned of Mr. Seton's ac- 
tion topight,.

DROVE HARD BARGAIN. 


The government apparently believed 
that Germany and its ally, were placed 
in a position 6f dependence upon 
Rumania for grain supplies; hence it 
was disposed to drive a hard bargain 
with them, Not only were export 
duties on grain introduced, but special 
fees for placing freight cars at the 
disposal of shippers were charged. In 
consequence of this policy the greater 
part of the grain available for export 
from the 1914 crop was left in the 
country and is still there. Only re- 
cently-—-after the Serbian campaign 
Was well advanced— did the Rumanian 
goverument see that its system of 
squeezing the trade for all that could 
be out of it could no longer be 


| ined; and about a week before 


the Germans and Austrians effected 
a junction with the Bulgarian troops 
the Bucharest authorities began to re- 
lax the onerous burdens upon the ex- 
portation of grain and other agriqul- 
tural products. In view of the hafsh 
measures enforced by Rumania, how- 
ever, there is now a strong disposition 
in Germany and Austria to buy no 
Rumanian grain at all, and to buy from 
Bulgaria instead; but doubtless the 
trade will later come around to taking 
Rumanian grain without objections as 
soon as it is offered on equal terms 
with Bulgarian. 
SUPPLIES VERY LARGE, 

The supplies to be obtained from 
those two countries are very large 
much larger, in t than Germany 
and her ally are likely to need. Here 
in Germany the fact hag been estab- 
lished through official inquiry that 
the stock of grain in the country is 
ample for feeding the population; 
hence there is no need for buying 
abroad for bread-making purposes. 
On the other hand, a big addition to

Saint Cyr, the West Point of France, 
made heavy sacrifices to the country 
in the first year of the war. Nearly 
2000 of its graduates were killed, in- 
cluding 287 of the 1000 cadets of the 
Classes of 1914 and 1915. Thirty- 
one of these young officers were deco- 
rated with, the cross of the Legion of 
Honor, nearly 700 of them were cited 
in orders of the day and more than 
500 were wounded. Altogether, more 
Saint Cyr men perished on the battle- 
fields of Morhange, Charleroi, the 


Marne, the Aisne and in the Vosges 
than were killed in the battles of 
Austerilitz, Eylau, Jena, Wagram, Mas- 
kva, Montmirall and Waterloo.

Vodka Practically Banished 
on All Russian Trains. 


Some Occasionally Slips in by 
Underground Route.

HARBIN (Manchuria) Nov. 2.— 
Russia's banishment of liquor has 
driven vodka from the trains and sta- 
tions of the Trans-Siberian Railway 
and in consequence has particularly 
put much of Manchuria into the pro- 
hibition ranks. Being the chief artery 
of business, the Russian railway is 
the center of most activities in Cen- 
tral and Northern Manchuria. In 
many of the smaller places the rail- 
way station, cafe and bar are the only 
social centers Before the war vodka 
was sold at all stations and in the 


| dining cars. Now the patrons of the 


railway refreshments stands must con- 
fine their drinking to nonalcoholic 
beve 


rages. 

At present the railway is used pri- 
marily as a route for war supplies 
and troops, and the successful enturce- 
ment of the no-liquor regulation is of 
such vital importance that Russian of- 
ficials are very alert. Vodka is emug- 
gied occasionally into railway prop- 
erty, notwithstanding all precautions, 
but railway employees, passengers and 
troops in transit across Manchuria 
have little opportunity to obtain it. 
The military is so completelv in charge 
of the railway pronrerty that liquor 
emugglers soon come to grief.

The island of Cyprus, which became 
a British possession on the outbreak 
of the war with Turkey, was recent- 
ly offered to and refused by Greece 
as the price of joining the allies. In 
former years it was celebrated for its 
famous wine, a desert wine of the 
nature of port, but little known in 
Europe now. Large supoltes of live 
stock and of foodstuffe have been 
purchased by the British government 
from the peasants, although this 
year's crops have been poor. The olive 
crop was almost a complete failure 
and the wheat disappointing. But the 
high price obtained for cereals and 
vegetables for the use of the British 
troops in Egypt and the Dardanelles 
made amends to the farmers. 

The British rule here has been 
popular, not only with the Christian, 
but with the Mohammedan popula- 
tion, who were glad to escape from 
Turkish corruption and exactions.

Court of Inquiry Sitting on 
_ Seventh Regiment Rom. 

Col. Schreiber Versus Maj. 
Light the Main Late, 


Court-martials and General 
Shake-up may Follow. 


As an outcome of dissension among 
the officers of the Seventh Regiment, 
National Guard of California, which 
has approached the dimensions of a 
scandal, a Court of Inquiry convened 
at the Armory in Exposition Park 
yesterday. Its specific ebject was to 
investigate a rupture between Col. W. 
G. Schreiber, commanding officer of 
the regiment, and Maj. Harry R. 


Light, commander of the First Rat- 
talion. Upon the report of the court 
may hinge the court-martial of one 
or more high officers of the regi- 
ment and 4 general shake-up involv- 


ing several others. 
The investigation, which is being 
made pursuant to orders from 


Adjt.-Gen. Thomas, was requested 
hy Maj. Light and ie the outgrowth 
of a series of disagreeable incidents 
which’ are said to have occurred at 
more or less frequent intervals for 
hre than a year. The trouble was 
first brought to light last December, 
when there was talk of bringing Maj. 
Light before a court-martial for al- 
leged insubordination. 
OFFICERS CLASH. 

At that time Maj. Light was asked 
to retign but refused. The matter 
Was speedily hushed up and no action 
was taken although Maj. Light made 
A request to have the affair Investi- 
gated by a Court of Inquiry. Subse- 
quentiy, it was stated at the Armory 
sesterday, Maj. Light has been repri- 
mandled by Col. Schreiber on several 
occasiong and at least once in the 
presence of enlisted men of the regi- 
ree nt, 

The inquiry, conducted before Lieut.- 
Col. Rradbury., and Majors Charles 
W. Decker and Charles F. Hutchins, 
waa echeduled to be held last Wednes- 
day tut owing to the absence from 
the city of Col. Bradbury, ranking 
officer of the court, was postponed un- 
til 9 o'clock a.m. yesterday. 

When Col. Bradbury fatled to arrive 
at the appointed hour the hearing 
was held before Majors Decker and 
Hutchins with a recorder taking notes 
of the proceedings, Col. Bradbury ar- 
rived in the city shortly after noon 
und was immediately hurried to the 
Armory in an automobile dispatched 
from the scene of the inquiry. Upon 
hig atrival it was discovered that the 
recorder was unable to read hie notes 
and the testimony of Col. Schreiber. 
which occupied all of the morning 
seasion of the court, had ta be given 
again, Considerable dissatisfaction 
Was expressed by the officers and 
members of-the enlisted personnel 
eng the delay. 

One of the subjects Involved relates 
to alleged interference by Col. 
Schreiler with the internal organiza- 
tion -* Maj. Light's battalion. Another 
incident which its resented by the 
major and which figures prominently 
in the present proceedings was an 
order from Col Schreiber several 
months ago commanding him to re- 
linquish his office suite: Despite that 
there were several vacant offices Maj. 
Light wae given desk room in a small 
corner of the colonel’s office, he says. 
Col. Schreiber gave no reasons for 
making the change. 

Friends of Maj. Light say that Col. 
Schreiber has noticeably exercised his 
authority over his subordinate on fre- 
quent occasions in his dealings with 
that officer. Col Schreiber’s friends 
says that he has been strictly within 
his rights in every action and deny 
any animosity or motive other than 
the good of the service. 

MORALE AFFECTED 


Officers and enlisted men alike de- 
lieve the investigation will go far to- 
ward increasing e efficiency of the 
organization. Thé disturbances have 
to some extent demoralized the morale 
of the regiment. For some time it 
has been known in the organization 
that court-martial proceedings were 
pending against Maj. Light but it has 
been hoped the breach ‘between the 
officers would be cloged without resort 
to official measures. 

A record of the proceedings of the 
Court of Inquiry will be mailed to 
Adjt.-Gen. Thomas together with 
a recommendation as to what 
future proceedings, if any, be taken 
in the matter. No official report will 
be made public until all the evidence 
has been reviewed by the adjutant-

TV- THOUSAND- DOLLAR 
FIRE AT PACKING PLANT. 


Company's big plant at Ninth 
and Mateo streets yesterday 
afternoon destroyed the abattoir 
room, occupying the fourth and fifth 
floors of one building, with a loss es- 
timated at about $50,000, chiefly due 
to the destruction of equipment. It 
drew a great crowd of spectators, as 
the flames broke out during the idle 
hours of the afternoon, when all the 
Latin and negro colonies were awalt- 
Ing diversion 

No one knows how or why the fire 
atarted. It was romping around a 
window on the fourth floor when B. 
Rerordina, a watchman beheld it. Th 

building involved is a five-story brick 
structure, with the killing room on the 
top floor, the dressing-room on the 
fourth, and the tank rooms where 
lard and other by-products of the 
meat are refined on the third floor 
These tanks were filled with lard, and 
weighed tons. 

But the flames were confined tu the 
upper two floors. Five companies of 
the fire department responded to the 
alarm, coming from all parts of the

city. One company came thre miles 


to fight the flames. Included in the 
defensive apparatus was the water 
tower. 

When it wae approaching the po- 
sition of vantage the horses became 
alarmed at the terrific odors assailing 
them. Such odors have seldom been 
released at a fire, even in the stock- 
yards. The horses balked at ap- 
proaching the source of tne smell, and 
when the apparatus was finally 
wheeled into position by hand, the 
pressure was unequal to forcing the 
water out the tower. 

Further complications to the fight- 
ing came in the bursting of seven lines 
of hose. The collection of so uch 
defeative hose at one fire will be the 
subject of an investigation. 

Had the fire dropped into the third 
story where the fat vats began, it 
would have developed into one of the 
big industrial fires of the year. Fire 
Chief Eley was in personal charge of 
the fire companies.

“The Futility of Fard’s Peace Cru- 
ande“ was the subject of a prelude by 
Reynold E. Blight at the Church of the 
People in Planchard Hall yesterday 
morning. 

“The world is full of people who 
seem to think that the world will be 
reformed by rhetoric and rosewater.” 
he said. “They approach giant evils 
that have flourished for centuries 
with an airy recklessness that is pa- 
thetic in its fatuity. And the good 
souls, so earnest and so brave, who 
hope by moral suasion and frenzied 
Sentimental appeals, to bring to an 
end the brutal chaos and ruthless 
slaughter of Europe: they are the 
Don Quixotes of the twentieth century. 
We can only pity their futile endeavors 
and regret their misguided zeal. 

“The European war was inevitable. 
The origins of the war trace back 
through intrigue, and rivalry and hat- 
red for a thousand years. Two mighty 
and antagonietic ideals of civilization 
have been gathering force for cen- 
turies. They are mutually trreconcil- 
able. In a world so «mall as ours 
it is impossible for them to flourish 
side by side. They are now locked in 
deadly conflict and one or the other 
must go down. This 4 not mean 
the crushing of any nation. It meane 
the overthrow of certain government 
— the reversal of national poli- 
cles 

“If by some trick of fate or the in- 
tervention of some neutral force th¢ 
war should be brought to a sudden 
termination at this time it would be 
a world calamity. For it would mean 
only the postponement of the final 
settlement: even as in the civil war it 
was imperative that the conflict be 
prosecuted to a definite iseve. so in 
Europe today permanent peace can be 
achieved only by a decision that 
shall admit of no question. 

“Peace will rest on a permanent 
basis only when it rests on justice to 
every nation, every race, and every

REV. E. STANTON HODGIN. 
FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 
THE HELPFUL, HUMPLE SPIRIT IS THF 
ONE WHICH MAKPS MEN'S LIVES 
OF USE AND FRUITFULNESS. 

At the First Unitarian Church, Rev. 
E. Stanton Hodgin spoke on “Democ- 
racy’s Debt to the Dutch” yesterdays 
Near the close of his sermon, in 
which he pointed out the marvelous 


achievements of the Netherlanders in 
their struggle for liberty, he safd: 

“The results of this eighty-years’ 
war between the giant Spain and the 
pygmy Holland were most astonish- 
ing. Spain emerged from the contest 
exhausted, decadent and bankrupt 
never again to regain its place of pow- 
er and prestige in the world. while 
little Holland came forth triumphant, 
prosperous and opulent with her mer- 
chant fleets on every sea and her 
colonial possessions in every quarte: 
of the globe. , 

“Why was that Spain with her ap- 
parently exhaustless resources should 
have grown ever weaker and weaker, 
while Holland, at tne beginning so 
poor that she could apparently barely 
keen her dykes in repair and almost 
without visible resources, should have 
waxed stronger and stronger with 
each succeeding year” The difference 
Was in the inner life of the people 
in the character of their faith. In 
this respect they represented the two 
extremer of European He. Spain 
stood for bigotry, intolerance and per- 
secution; Holland stood for freedom. 
tolerance and the helping hand. The 
watchword of Spain was elimination: 
the watchword of Holland was incor- 
poration. 

“Spain tried to purify herself by 
casting out or suppressing all the dis- 
cordent elements of her ufe: Hol- 
land co-ordinated all these various 
and variable elements and put them 
to work In a common cause. Spain 
cast out or suppressed al? the men of 
genius, all the men of initiative and 
power and vision; her intellectual and 
moral life grew barren and atagcnant 
and she lacked the moral and mental 
power to develop and to use the re- 
sources that were at her commend. 
Holland, on the contrary, not only en- 
couraged and rewarded her own men 
of initiative and power and genlus. 
but gathered into her life the men of 
genius and power from all over Eu- 
rope, incorporated them into her own 
life, and gave them a field of action. 
Her whole life thus became dynamic 
and expansive in the extreme and she 
was able to reach out into the world 
life and make it her own. Spain laid 
hold of fruitful fields and left them 
barren wastes. Holland laid hold of 
harren wastes and they blossomed in- 
to fruitful geld under her awakening 
touch. This was true both in the lit 
eral field of geography and in the 
field of the mental and spiritual life. 

“In our individual life and in our 
group life we can follow the example 
ther of the one or the iner, We 
can make our lives exclusive, haughty 
unsympathetic and intolerant. or we 
can make them Inclusive, sympathetic, 
helpful and humble. If we pursue the 
world te. will to a leas and less de- 
former course, the currents of the 
gree flow through us and our lives 
will become a barren, stagnant waste 
without resource and without vision. 
If we pureve the other course our 


liver will become tdentified with the 
werld life and while we shall have 
many triale and difficulties and sor- 


rows perhaps, our lives will neverthe- 
less become expansive, fruitful and 


rich in those mental and spiritua! 


treasures that are life's truest com- 
pengations.”

BRING YOUR BROTHER TO THE HOUSE 
OF GOD TO HEAR AND KNOW 
THE GOSPEL. 


“A Man after a Man” was the 
subject of the sermon preached at 
Park Congregational Church yesterday 
morning by Rev. Chester Ferris. He 
said in part: 7 

“Jesus had just came from the 
wilderness, with His mind settled as 
to the principles of His campaign for 
the kingdom of God. For a year He will 
be lingering in a prepartory way in Ju- 
dea before that great aggressive minis- 
try, which shall begin in Galilee. Now 
as He passes along the way, the first 
disciples are gathered. Andrew brings 
his brother Peter, and Philip brings 
his friend Nathanael. It is the method 
of a brother introducing his brother 
to the King of his soul and of all 
mankind. So through the generations 
did the Christian band grow to a host, 
& man goes after his fellow man. As 
in a forest, fire spreads from the top 
of one tree to another, so the gospel 
of love is communicated from heart 
to heart, in man going after his 
brother. 

“Andrew made but a simple an- 
nouncement to Peter. No argument, 
no accusation, only a witness, ‘we have 
found the Christ.“ There is not often 
room for more than that. Debate is 
apt to fix opposition In the mind, but 
the hearty witness to what Christ does 
with a live, has a penetrative convinc- 
ing power. A certain minister at- 
tempted to win a reputed ‘infidel’ in 
his congregation with a series of ser- 
mons. At the ciose, the man presented 
himself for the Church. ‘Which of my 
sermons convinced you?’ ‘None of 
your sermons,’ he answed, ‘but as I 
was leaving the church one morning, 
an old lady slipped. As I helped her 
to her feet, she said unn deep feel- 
ing, ‘Oh sir, do you love my dear 
Lord Jesus? That was what convinced 
me.“ There is no one so timid, or filly 
fitted for speech who cannot say a 
good word for Jesus Christ, if Christ 
is a blessing in his soul. Andrew pos- 
sessed the necessary courage, sym- 
pathy and humility of any Christian. 
Yet he was but an ordinary man, 
known to the records simply as ‘Simon 
Peter's brother“ A minnow can be 
bait for a salmon, and the least. 
genuine, disciple may bring a genius 
or a giant to his Savior. You may 
favor crowd evangelism, or you may 
prefer the menuus of education of 
youtn. Both of these, however, are 
futile without the heart -burning in 
witness for Christ. Here is a privilege 
and a responsibility for every Chris- 
tian. Bring your brother to the house 
of God to hear the gospel, and follow 
up the sermon with your own cor-ro- 
borative witness to the truth,”

WEST ADAMS M N CHURCH. 

A SOFT ANSWER TURNETH AWAY EVEN 
THE WRATH OF A MILI- 
TARISTIC NATION. 

Rev. W. L. Y. Davis preached at the 
West Adams Methodist Church yester- 
day morning on the subject “Does 
fhrist Teach Nonresistance?” He 
said in part: 

“The tree that bends to the storm 
manages to keep itself in the air and 
its feet in the earth. It is the tree 
that will not bend that breaks and is 
carted off. Live trees bend; dead trees 
go down. 

“The buildings that were willing to 
“way with the earthquake and let it 
toss them about, the ones that were 
constructed out of steel, are standing 
today in San Francisco. Architects 
sald they learned a lesson in con- 
atruction. Unvielding stone and mor- 
tar became debris. 

“The automobile waited thousands 
of years for pneumatic ures. Springs 
are the traveler's way of ridding him 
elf of the hard knocks of the high- 
way by giving them a soft anewer. 

“Cotton bales defeated the British 
in the battle of New Orleans. «‘ot- 
ton bales will bring a cannon ball to 
its senses quicker than can a wall of 
stone. The American missionary hid 
behind sandbags in the elege of pe- 
king. Soft sand will discourage a 
rifle ball quicker than will a coat of 
mail. Armor but makes it sing. 

The lamb offered up on the count- 
less altars of the race is still flocking 
upon a thousand hills; the lion, the 
king of beast, enacting an eye for an 
eve and a tooth for a tooth, hae lost 
his kingdom save in story and paint- 
ing. 

“This is not a system of non-re- 
sistance: it is tne mightiest form of 
persistence. 

It hath been said, an eve for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth: but 1 
say unto vou, That ye resist not him 
that ia evil.’ 

“Some may take issue with Christ 
in principle; but He certainly advo- 
cated nonresistance. 

“As long as the nation has a shock- 
absorber like President Wilson the 
republic will not shake to pleces. He 
gave a soft answer to Germany and 
got what he wanted—and a friend 
thrown in. He gave a soft anewer 
to Mexteo and Mexico gradually 
evolving into a man and not a men- 
ace. He ts patting the British lion 
on the head while he its driving it 
back Into ſts cage, and it will soon be 
ite tatl—not lashing e. 

“This republic returned millions of 
the indemnity from the Roxer up- 
risine and China now thinks we are 
big brothers and ie using the money 
to send her bovs here to school. 

“Whv emulate the mongrel spirit 
of Europe and build battleships. when 
a tithe of the cost would convert the 
vellow peril into a golden border of 
fraternity around the Pacific. Why 
do something that will change the 
name of the Pactfic? 

“Recause a man shoots a member 
of mv clan ts no Chriettan reason whv 
I should shoot up his town. Hun- 
powder cannot resurrect. Thee fe the 
Kentuckian way, not the Gatileean. 

“A soft anewer never comes from a 
soft man The last word is the sien 
of a wabbiv cause, You don't have 
to talk loud when you tell the truth. 
Onlv Pharisees have to use holy 
tones Bue a lie has to eneer 

“There te no spark when tron strikes 
ment and potatoes—fvet flint. 

“Tt takes more atreneth to control 
oneself, than to knock the other down 
that ts if vou be bigger. 

“The bishop’a candlesticks stin 
ehine like a beacon; thev are briehter 
than the searchiiehte of a batleship.“

When Jesus walked among men 
he so carrfed himself as to win their 
highest admiration and confidence be- 
eause His whole life was given to the

Him and He called upon men not to 
forget the greatest privilege that could 
be exercised any, that of bearing 
one another's burdens, for in doing 
this they were fulfinng the law. of 
Christ. 

“When men have been enslaved by 
some form of oppression by their fel- 
lowmen or when they nave become 
the victims of evil habits, God has 
often raised up some gteat heart to 
throw out the danger signal and call 
them to remember that man is God's 
greatest creation and that he who is 
not deeply interested in the highest 
welfare of man is in danger of being 
called to accuunt by the Almignty. 
“Where is thy brother?’ says God to 
the man today who has become ab- 
sorbed in the material interests of life 
and forgotten that man's soul is worth 
more than the gold hidden in dark 
places of the earth. Let this question, 
asked by God many centuries ago, stir 
in your soul a greater desire to become 
more deeply interested in the man 
whom God has placed by your side.”

MOST PERPLEXING 
PROBLEM 18 THE SPREAD OF FOUL 
CONTAGION OF THE WAR SPIRIT. 


Rev. Charles C. Selecman last eve- 


ning in Trinity Auditorium spuxe on 


“War.” He said, in part: 

“Christendom faces a most per- 
plexing situation. 
world has been singing and preach- 
ing, Peace on earth, good will to 
men.” Now what has happened? The 
most bloody and disastrous war of 
human history. London, Paris, Ber- 
lin, Vienna, Petrograd, Con- 
stantinople and Rome are scenes of 
military demonstration, while the ex- 
cited populace, not only of these cities 
but of the whole world, awaits the 
news from the eastern or western 
theater of war. The sea is disturbed 
by exploding mines and lurking sub- 
mariges, citizens of neutral nations 
are plunged to watery graves, and 
international commerce is yzed. 
The air is traversed by winged agents 
of destruction, torn by deadly explo- 
sions and hissing shrapnel, or laden 
with sickening and poisonous gases. 
Twenty million men have been taken 
out of productive pursuits and sent to 
the trenches. Farmers have left their 
and herds, mechanics their 
forges, students their halis of learn- 
ing, and all have turned their wits 
and efforts to destroying their fellow 
men. 

“Neutrai nations nave not been 
able to escape the damaging effects 


of this gigantic strugaie. Legitimate 


lines of commerce have been hin- 
dered and great sums of money have 
been gathered to mitigate suffering 


and feed the starving. Merchant ships 


have been detained or captured on 
high seas, and many innocent victims 


have been plunged to sudden death. 


“Moreover, the insanity of war has 


epread like a foul contagion until no 


nation on earth today feels secure in 
the enjoyment of the blessings of 
peace. The spirit of militariem that 
has involved Europe in conflict is 
growing. Demands are heard in high 
places und tow for battleships, guns, 
swords and soldiers. From our na- 
tional capitol, where ovr President 
and his Cabinet are talking pre- 
paredness, down to our schools and 
firesides, the burning questions are 
heard: Are we preparea’ Shall we 
prepare? What of Japan's attitude? 
What of Germany and England? 
“Various anSwers are heard. Our 
President, In a most reasonable and 
temperate argument, argues for pre- 
paredness for defense only. On the 
contrary, such men as Bryan and La 
Follette reject the whole military 
programme and insist on peace at any 
rice. 
“Commenting on President Wil- 
son's speech, Mr. Bryan says: “The 
common people, so the Bible assures 
us, heard Christ gladly. when he was 
preaching His gospel of “Peace on 
earth, good will toward men.“ Only 
the common people today can be re- 
lied upon to hear gladly those who 
preach this doctrine, The common 
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history. That any youth born un- 
known among the great should have 
risen to world power and then used 
that power only for the good and 
happiness of others seem incredible. 
That his own people and the Greek 
and even the Hebrews should all have 
regarded him as their benefactor and 
national hero. is one of the wonders 
ef world history. 

“All of these remarkable things are 
accounted for by the prophet Isalah 
by the unguessed providence of God. 
The Bible tells us that God had chosen 
Cyrus from his birth to perform His 
will among the nations of the earth. 

“Out of all this we may find a 
source of meditation in these awful 
days of the second decade of this 
twentieth century. Millions who two 
years ago believed in an over-ruling 
providence, have been at least stag- 
gered in their faith by the unspeakable 
calamities that have befallen the world 
in the last eighteen months. 

“after 2500 years, we are tre- 
mendously impressed with the events 
of the time of Cyrus as being under 
the direct guidance of divine provi- 
dence. When time enough has elapsed 
we will see now God will cause the 
stupendous crime of the twentieth 
century (for this war is nothing but 
a world crime of the ages) to be over- 
ruled to the destruction of evil and 
the bringing in of the kingdom of 
peace and love.

“Vote for Smith—nine 
children.” But actually conditions are no 
less humorous today when a man Is elected 
to represent his constituency because. he 
has two sons captains in the navy and to 
sons captains in the army, and a wife and 
two daughters making war munitions.

“But I have four sons and two brothers 
at the front,” yells his opponent, “and three 
first cousine in the field hospital and an 
uncle in the Red Cross " and the 
first candidate knows that he bas lost the 
election.

IGHTNING BOUTS AND INVADERS. 

An epochal invention was recorded in 
the Sunday issue of The Times, which told 
how Charles R. Harris of Los Angeles had 
devised and demonstrated an engine con- 
trolling lightning bolts and destroying ne- 
vies with much the ease and accuracy that 
mechanician manages a searchlight. 

Mr. Harris is no amateur, but a man of 
scientific mind, with many notable inven- 
tions accomplished; so when he says he 
has perfected a “wireless transmission of 
electrical energy on a scale never before 
dreamed of,” and that “the secret will never 
be made public until wars and rumors of 
wars have ceased or the United States is 
attacked,” we know that he is not seeking 
notoriety or giving play to idle

w ides, his scheme looks feasible, 
4 hopeful, 

Taking his fepresentation as the truth, 


then the world will soon be revolutionized, 
as when gunpowder displaced the bows 
and arrows of the ancient yeomen. It is 
the greatest military invention since gun- 
powder and transcends the mightiest how- 
itzer as the howitzer transcends a musket. 

One man controlling an electric bolt en- 
gine can annihilate the combined navies of 
the world at a distance of twenty miles. 
Imagine a stream of lightning striking with 
continuous force—a steady shaft of irresist- 
ible energy—that eweeps the horizon as 4 
searchlight sweeps a narrow bay; a bolt of 
lightning that plays upward in the beavens, 
bringing to death every aircraft that fs 
touched by the electric force, and you begin 
to have some idea of the marvelous engine 
that Mr. Harris has devised. 

Naval batteries are not effective much 
over seven miles. Against the Harris en- 
gine they would be defenseless as a rowboat 
against a dreadnaught. Once within the 
deadly engine's range a ship could not es- 
cape. The lightning rays would stream 
forth steadily and be as easily controlled 
as a garden hose playing on an anthill. 

Mr. Harris does not seek money for his 
invention. He has not put it up for auction 
among the nations, where each would per- 
force bid to its utmost to keep some equally 
desperate enemy from gaining the invincible 
weapon, He offers it to the United States, 
so that about this country may be drawn 
a circle of lightning across which no in- 
vader may step, and within which all men 
are freemen, free to engage in arts and com- 
merce, free to enjoy life and the fruits of 
labor, free to pursue their own business and 
mind their own affairs, and know that they 
are secure from all foemen. 

It is just such an invention as every 
Amerjcan has hoped for. We are not war- 
like. Wo have no military class and we 
want no big army and navy, except to keep 
our coasts and frontiers inviolable. We 
want peace. And with the Harris engine 


operating as described no one would dare 


make war. 

The invention itself is one that fasct- 
nates the imagination. In point of tnge- 
nuity it is perhaps no more remarkable than 
aircraft. Wireless telegraphy was once in- 
credible, but it is now a commonplace. We 
see the searchlights operating through miles 
of space in streams of burning energy. But 
to tame the lightning bolts! Well may the

EUTRAL IMPOTENCY. 

A sane man has very little chance to 
preserve order in a lunatic aslyum unless he 
is provided with weapons proved to be of 
sufficient strength to overawe madmen. We 
talk glibly of moral suasion, will power, 
eternal justice, force of good example, etc. 
These in time must tell, but before that 
time arrives the most dread consequences 
may result. | | 

When a British statesman complains 
about the impotency of the neutral nations 
in the present war, he utters an unhappy 
truism. The knowledge of the fact so far 
has only led up into blind alleys. When 
half the world goes to war, half the world 
goes mad. Against this national madness 
twentieth century civilization has provided 
no defense, except peace ships and notes 
of protest. Should a neutral resort to any 
more drastic form of persuasion it ceases 
to remain a neutral and becomes a belliger- 
ent. 

This is the sum and substance of what has 
been facetiously called international law, 
as applied to periods of madness. The 
whole system seems formed to encourage 
war and make the preservation of peace as. 
difficult as human ingenuity can contrive. 

It is said that a calm, resolute man, by 
the power of the human eye, can subdue a 
raging lion. That story needs confirmation. 
Certainly no man can accomplish anything 
in a kennel of rabid canines or a nest of 
wildcats armed only with a mild, resolute 
eye. So a neutral, armed only with resolute 
but polite protests can effect nothing 
against governments no longer amenable 
to reason. 


For a belligerent to complain about the 
impotence of neutrals is a sweet piece of 
frony. All their efforts are concentrated 
toward rendering neutrals as impotent as 
their combative faculties can devise. A po- 
tent neutral might upset their plans of ag- 
gression. 

Very little satisfaction is found in argu- 
ing pointe of right and wrong with a hold- 
up man. The two leading nations at war 
are acting as hold-up men toward every 
neutral. Fighting bludgeons and knuckle- 
dusters with silver tongues and resolute 
eyes is a somewhat unprofitable busifess. 

What choice have Holland and Sweden, 
Greece and Rumania between unimpotent 
neutrality or being dragged into the horrid 
mess? America, as a Christian country 
averse to War, must, apparently, to preserve 
peace, remain impotent, also. How are we 
to prevent increasing acts of aggreasion un- 
less we renounce our neutrality? 

From holding up cargoes consigned to 
neutral ports England proceeds to com- 
mandeering American vessels on the high 
seas. Tricky Germany “disavows” subma- 
rine attacks without warning on peaceful 
vessels, and Austria continues the pro- 
gramme. Insolence! Savage insolence! 
It is as though the nations at war are try- 
ing to throw our impotency in our teeth. 

In their insane desire to damage one an- 
other by any means that comes handy, car- 
ing nothing who else suffers, or where the 
blows fall, the belligerents may one day 
push zue supposed impotence of the neu- 
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trals beyond the limit of endurance. They 
may wake up to find there are other blud- 
geons besides those of bombs and torpedoes 
and big battleships. 

A day of reckoning will come. However 
effective in their present distress may ap- 
pear the illegal acts of belligerents to their 
diplomats and rulers, their future salvation 
may yet depend on these same neutrals. 
whose present impotence they affect to de 
plore while seeking to bend it to their des- 
perate circumstances. 

Justice and right and good example will 
tell in the long run unless we allow the 
whole world to have gone permanently in- 
sane. The neutrals are impotent to force 
issues with the belligerents while working 
on a peace basis. There is but one dread 
alternative, and that may be forced at last, 
not alone on small ineffective Balkan states, 
but on a great nation sufficiently powerful, 
if aroused, to throw the balance overwhelm. 
ingly against the aggressor who pushed 
tolerance too far. 

Of all the symptoms of insanity evidenced 
in Furope since the war began, no mad 
folly could exceed an act that would drive 
the strongest neutral nation from ag att, 
tude of impotent frendliness to one of potent 
hostility. 


DVENT OF LV. us. 

The contents of the social cesspools of 
Seattle are slowly making their way hither, 
to the detriment of the hehroosts and 
clotheslines en route. If Gov. Spry had com- 
plied with the request of President Wilson 
and pardoned Joseph Hillstrom Utah might 
have had an opportunity to entertain a few 
thousand anarchists during the winter. But 
the Governor not only sped the parting 
guest by causing him to be shot into—well, 
paradise; he was preparing to welcome 
the coming guests by causing them to be

ment of the army that is looking for em- 
ployment and fearfu) of finding it will reach 
Los Angeles, and that there will not be so 
many workers on the county roads as we 
had hoped there would be. 


Well, we must even endure the disap- 
pointment as best we may. 


ELT-LINE DEFENSE. 

Provision for national defense can bet- 
ter be left to experts. Our navy and mil! 
tary men are equipped by study and train- 
ing to handle this branch of the public serv- 
ice. At the same time suggestions from 
outside sources may contain valuable hints 
for the consideration of the specialist. 

The scheme of Mr. George IL. Campbell of 
Williams „ Pa., for instance, to protect 
our coasts from attack contains elements of 
efficiency and economy that recommend it 
to an advisory board. The skeleton of the 
plan is to run a belt line along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts whereby thousands of de- 
fense guns could be rapidly moved to any 
point threatened by 4 hostile fleet. A stand- 
ard- gauge, double-track railroad with spe- 
cial trucks for mounting mobile heavy de- 
tense guns is embodied in t % plan as pre 
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sented to War Secretary Garrison. 

In times of peace such a railroad could 
be used for handling our ocean commerce 
and so help to build up for us a mercantile 
marine—a problem for the prosperity of 
this country as pressing as that of military 
preparedness. Our coast line is too extend- 
ed to be safeguarded from Puget Sound to 
San Diego and from Cape Cod to Key West 
by a continuous string of permanent forts. 
The cost would be prohibitive. 

Mr. Campbell claims that by his system 
we could hold at bay the combined fleets of 
the world, frustrate any attempt to land 
foreign troops on American soi) and at the 
same time leave our navy with a free hand 
to protect our ocean shipping in any neces- 
sary direction. 

The failure of the British navy to force 
the Dardanelles and the fearful loss of life 
experienced at Gallipoli in attempting to 
land troops under fire from shore batteries 
are ob lessons in the power of properly 
located field pieces to repel expeditions for 
invasion, 

Probaby the War Office has been deluged 
with picturesque and extravagant schemes 
for home defense since the present Euro- 
pean war has demonstrated the futility of 
relying on peace compacts. Mr. Campbell's 
belt-line coast military fallroad may be 
found impractical when technically ana- 
lyzed, but at least it appears worth further 
investigation.

agreed to be bound by the decision. The 
freedom of the individual has been limited 
and behind that limitation stands the whole 
power of the land ready to enforce the law 
against the defeated suitor. More impor- 
tant than all, the picture is posed against 
the background of a peaceful, law-abiding 
community, composed of millions of men 
sane enough to know right from wrong, 
reasonable, conscientious human beings, 
mindful of the truth and of the sanctity of 
an oath. Among none others may it be 
said that civilization and government of law 
exists. Such is law. 

As between nations there is the absence 
of all true law. It does not exist, since 
there is no known rule of conduct, though 
in fact some hundreds of disjointed treaties 
show the consciousneag of some such need. 
Just as corporations have no souls, so na- 
tions and governments have no morals or 
codes of ethics toward strange peoples: and 
diplomacy is too often duplicity. Nowhere 
in the realm of what is called “international 
law“ does there exist a tribunal of impartial 
judges and jurors; nowhere rests the au- 
thority to enact or to interpret any statute, 
to determine what precedents are evidence 
of any customary law ot nations, or decide 
any disputed fact. Nor has any nation sur- 


‘rendered its sovereignty or become bound 


to obey any decree, convinced as the citi- 
zen units of each separate nation that ind! 
vidual freedom ef action must be surren- 
dered for the welfare of all, and that each 
must uphold the dignity of the law as 
against the defeated litigant. No nation 
unit in the great world community is ready 
to waive questions of its national honor” 
and “national dignity” and abide the 
justice that would be meted out to it its 
fellow-nations. exist any 
semblance of an authority that could en- 
force the decrees of the law of nations, 
were any to be made.

IN TEST

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—Compared 
with the wonderful exhibition of 
team play given by the Harvard elev- 
en of 1915 against Yale, the first 
meeting of these two university 
squads would appear almost laugh- 
able if it could be staged again to- 
day. That contest was played at 
New Haven on Saturday, Nov. 13, 
1875, on a field measuring 400 by 
200 feet and was witnessed by. about 
1500 spectators, which included sev- 
eral hundred women. The number 
of players on a team was optional 
with the captain, the rules simply 
specifying that from eleven to fifteen 
might be played. The game was di- 
vided into three thirty-minute peri- 
ods and the only scoring permitted 
was a goal following touchdown, 
kicked over the goal bar suspended 
ten feet above the grohnd from two 
uprights twenty feet apart. 

Harvard won by four goals to noth- 
ing, the Crimson scoring two in the 
first half-hour and one each if the 
remaining two periods. The ball 
conld be kicked or : caught on 
the bound or fly and the runner could 
be tackled and thrown as at present. 
Harvard’s cheering contingent con- 
sieted of 180 students, who made the 
trip from Cambridge to witness the 
play. No admission was charged and 
the size of the crowd and absence of 
gate receipts contrasts sharply with 
the fact that very close to 120,000 
persons paid $240,000 to see the Har- 
vard-Yale games of 1914 and 1915.

TWO TALKS MADE BY LORD AND 
LADY ABERDEEN. 


— — 
Church Congregations Told ot 
Great Good America has Done 
During the War and of Demands 
Work of Reconstruction will Bring. 
Meeting Tonight. 


Lord and Lady Aberdeen, who are 
in America to advance interest in phil- 
anthropic and civic betterment work 
for the poor of Ireland and Scotland, 
spoke before two church congrega- 
tions last evening. They first appeared 
at the Temple Baptist Church and 
later in the evening spoke briefly 
in Trinity Auditorium. In each church 
they were given warm receptions, with 


hearty applause. 

Lord Aberdéen spoke in high terms 
of Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia, declaring it is a most forceful and 
aggresive country in its development 
and wonderful in its opportunities. Of 
his own work he said: 

“We come with a plea for sym- 
pathy for a work that is in a critical 
stage. The work that has been built 
up by nine years of careful and per- 
siatent effort is in peril because of the 
terrible conditions caused by war. 
We hope here to reach deeply sympa- 
thetic hearts.“ 

Lady Aberdeen, who has led cru- 
sades against the spread of tubercu- 
losis, against crowded and unsanitary 
tenement-houses, and also crusades 
for pure milk supplies, public play- 
grounds and various phases of child 
betterment work, declared herself 
very grateful for the opportunity to 
speak before Los Angeles audiences. 

The sermon subject at Trinity last 
evening was “War,” and in comment- 
ing on this Lady Aberdeen said: 

“You have been considering the 
problems of war. I know you must 
feel deeply grateful for the position 
the United States has taken ang has 
so ably maintained, and I know also it 
must be a gratification to you to know 
of the work that has been done in 
America for the relief of sufferings 
caused by the war in Europe. 

“Through your wonderful Red 
Cross this help has deen willingly 
given to every one of those conflicting 
nations and countries and it is a beau- 
tiful thing. Last year you sent the 
Christmas ship, unh its treasure of 
gifts for the poor children in the war 
countries. We cannot tell you how 
delighted they were by those gifts from 
the children of America. I am sure 
it was a double blessing, extending to 
both the giver and the recipient. 

“The work of reconstruction wil) 
soon be calling for unlimited effurt— 
a work to make this world and the 
suffering war countries better than 
they have ever been. And we our- 
selves first think of the special cause 
of the children. We feel sure when 
you know of the work in which we 
are engaged you will not let the pres- 
ent generation of Irish children grow 
up in distress, but will want to aig 
them.” 

Tonight Lord Aberdeen and Lady 
Aberdeen will speak in Trinity Audito- 
rium, at which time they will fully 
present their cause, in which they have 
worked for years. The éntire receipts 
from this meeting will be devoted to 
the work.

woman attends the mother in this 
erisis. Country doctors were remiss in 
filing their birth certificates, but dur- 
ing the past year, greater attention 
— been given this requirement.” h 
said. 
“The character of the population of 
the State also has much to do with the 
birth rate. There is no preponderanc: 
of immigrant citizenship, such as ca 
be found in New York, Chicago, Buf- 
falo, Detroit and other large eastern 
cities. The Italian, German. Irish and 
Slavonian immigrants are responsible 
for the large families, not the Amer! 
cans. 

“In California, particularly in th: 
southern part of the State, there ar 
thousands of retired farmers and 
merchants from the East and Middl 
West. Among the %v,000 persone who 
attend an Iowa picnic for examonle, the 
great majority are beyond middle age 
These men and women are nearly all 
fathers and mothers of large famille 
but they do not show on ‘California 
birth records. This large populatior 
of elderly people is responsible in oe 
great measure for our low showing.’
